To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the County 
of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at ‘Town Hall in said 
Loudon on ‘Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, next at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary ‘Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. ‘To see if the Town will vote to allow 2% discount 
on all property taxes paid within thirty days after presenta- 
tion of tax bills. 


4. ‘To see if the ‘Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and the Town ‘Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums 
of money not to exceed in the aggregate more than 75% 
of the anticipated amount to be collected in taxes for the 
current municipal year, and to issue in the name and on 
the credit of the Town of Loudon negotiable notes therefor, 
said notes to be paid in 1958 from taxes collected during 
the current municipal year.

6. ‘To see if the voters at this town meeting will vote 
to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $6,500.00 and 
determine the method to be used in purchasing this com- 
bination; if by notes a two-thirds vote will be required. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept, as a gift, from 
Helen Annis, one acre or more of land and a 2 rod access 
road in the new dump area. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to accept, as a gift, 
from William Chesley, 4 acres or more of land in the 
new dump area. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to deed the present 
dump area to William Chesley. 


10. To see if the ‘Town will vote to close the right of 
way, subject to gates or bars, leading to both the old and 
new dump areas. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to determine what 
construction is to be done at the Pearl Bridge location and 
raise and appropriate a sum of money to complete such 
construction. 


12. ‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Munic- 
ipal Court Judge to employ a Court Clerk and also vote 
the amount of salary. (Suggested by N. H. Legislative 
Council.) 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $85.00 to cover the 1958 expenses of the 
Loudon Planning Board. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum to match Civil Defense funds for the pur- 
chase of a two-way radio set for the Loudon Police De- 
partment; the Town’s share to be not over $260.00. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize a Non- 
Partisan ballot for the election of all elected Town Officers. 


16. ‘To see if the Town will vote to appropriate Four 
hundred fifty six dollars ($456.00) for the Concord Hospital 
deficit. ‘This request is made by the Board of Trustees based 
on Loudon having 1.2%, of 5,455 patients.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 

The State Planning and Development Commission esti- 
mates Loudon had a population of 1088 in 1956. ‘This is 
an increase of 76 since 1950. With one exception our bord- 
ering towns averaged an increase of 130 in the same six 
years. 

You will note from the Town Reports that the assessed 
value of cows dropped over $5000 and that there was a 
further drop of over $6000 in fowls. 

The State Average tax rate was $49.60 an increase of 
$1.30 over 1956, an average increase of 8.6%. Loudon had 
an increase of 90c, an increase of just over 114%. 

Property valuation exemptions for veterans went to 
$73,775, an increase of 35%. 

Assessed valuation of utilities went to $100,375, a loss of 
about 414%. 

There seems to be considerable misunderstanding among 
the veterans about the requirement of having the full 
amount of the tax paid for 1957 before there will be any 
exemption for 1958. Every veteran is urged to read the 
instructions and outline of the laws as printed on the last 
page of “The State of New Hampshire Application for 
War Service Exemption” and file this form with the Board 
of Selectmen on or before the 15th of each April. 

The Police Department has had an ever increasing 
volume of calls in which people, automobiles and dogs 
are involved. It would appear that this responsibility would 
always be at a pace with the growth of the town and chang- 
ing conditions. 

The Welfare Department had about the same number of 
cases but the unusual circumstances in the few ran into 
a very great expense for the ‘Town. It should be borne in 
mind that the Welfare Department of a Town the size of 
Loudon does not have the income to finance incredible 
hardship. 

The Town Hall was washed and painted and no longer 
shows the blackened rings left by the kerosene lamps. We 
hope you will take more pride in using your ‘Town Build- 
ing. 


The Town Garage has been covered with insulation 
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siding on the end and side near the church and gives a 
more appropriate contrast with the other building. ‘The 
installation of an air compressor has been a saving in time 


and material. 


The Property Owners Map has been of great help but it 
needs to have a more directed plan to have the plots 


marked and catalogued. 


“The Selectmen are directed to require that bicycles in 
the town shall be licensed and equipped as Stated.” 


Excerpts from the Rules and Regulations: 


It shall be unlawful for any person to operate or use a 
bicycle propelled by muscular power upon any of the streets or 
alleys or public highways of the Town of Loudon without first 
procuring from the Municipal Judge, a license therefor. 

The Municipal Judge is hereby authorized and directed to 
issue licenses which shall expire on April first of each calendar 
year. 

The Municipal Judge shall designate and provide identifi- 
cation tags for the use of the licensee and will direct the manner 
of placing such tags en the bicycle by the licensee. The Municipal 
Judge shall keep a record of the name of the licensee, the num- 
ber of the tag and a description of the bicycle so registered. 

The license fee for said bicycle shall be the sum of 25 cents 
and shall be paid in advance and said license shall be transferred 
whenever the ownership of the said bicycle is transferred, but 
no fee shall be charged for this transfer. All fees collected under 
this ordinance shall be paid by the Municipal Judge into the 
Treasury of the Town of Loudon. 

No person shall ride or propel a bicycle upon any public 
street, alley or highway in the Town of Loudon unless the said 
bicycle is equipped with a bell or horn (except siren) or other 
suitable warning device; and a brake in proper working order. 

It shall be unlawful to ride or propel a bicycle on any street, 
alley or highway of the Town of Loudon unless the same shall 
be equipped with sufficient light, attached to the front of said 
bicycle, visible from the front thereof for a distance of not less 
than two hundred feet and properly lighted; nor without a tail 
light, red in color, or in lieu thereof, a reflector, attached and 
visible from the rear for a distance of not less than two hundred 
feet. 

No bicycle shall be licensed or operated upon a public street 
or highway in the Town of Loudon unless the same be equipped 
with a luminous red dial or light on the rear and at least 12 sq. 
inches of luminous paint (or scotchlight) on rear mud guard. 

The foregoing Regulations shall apply to bicycles with 
wheels of 16 inches or more in diameter only.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Responding to seventy-one calls kept the department on 
the move during the year. Quite a few of these calls were 
caused by the extremely dry weather experienced causing 
acute water shortages. 

Types of calls answered were: Grass and brush 14, Build- 
ings 11, Chimneys 10, Automobiles 3, Flooded cellars 3, 
Pumping out polluted wells 3, ‘Tanker carrying water 14, 
Miscellaneous 9, and false alarms 2. Those listed as mis- 
cellaneous ranged from skating rinks and TV antennas 
to light fixtures and auto accidents. 

An underground gasoline storage tank was installed with 
a pump to deliver it to the trucks. 

A kitchen was built on the back of the station. Funds 
for material came from the auxiliary, the labor was volun- 
tary and the cement work was financed by the firemen them- 
selves. A sink, hot water tank, and a gas water heater were 
purchased by the auxiliary and installed. 

Two knapsacks of 300 feet of linen hose have been placed 
in service. A portable radio has also been added to the 
equipment. These two items should aid materially in 
quicker, less costly, control of fires located away from the 
road.

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FOREST FIRE PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY'S 
BUSINESS 


New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in its forest 
fire problem — 97 percent of all our forest fires being man- 
caused and preventable — a serious indictment of interest 
in our own welfare and that of our neighbor. Both the 
State and the towns are striving diligently to effectively 
meet the challenge through education of the public to 
the threat fire presents to our woodlands; by maintaining a 
well trained corps of wardens and deputy wardens in every 
community and by providing ample opportunity for all 
who wish to dispose of unwanted waste materials. Careless 
and perverseness, however, continue to be the big hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars, cigarettes and 
matches from moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters and fish- 
ermen; careless burning of debris during hazardous periods 
in dangerous locations; illegal burning; improperly ex- 
tinguished debris, camp and cook fires — all result in 
serious loss of property, disruption of industry and farm 
work and unnecessary expenditure of town and state funds. 

To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your com- 
munity and your local forest fire warden need YOUR 
thoughtful and cooperative effort — The rules are simple. 


1. Don’t burn at home — use your town dump and 
avoid all fire problems. 

2. If you do burn, be sure to secure a written permit 
from your local forest fire warden when the ground 
is not covered with snow. Permits are required for 
open debris fires, home incinerators, outdoor fire- 
places and camp fires. Your warden is instructed to 
permit burning if weather conditions, site and type 
of burning are safe. 

3. Be sure that all lighted material — cigars, cigarettes 
and matches are completely out before discarding 
them. Use ash trays in automobiles. 

4. Make certain that your debris, camp and cook fires 
are completely out before leaving them. 
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Or 


Insist that others be careful and comply with burn- 
ing requirements. 

6. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected and 
aid him to extinguish it.

2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


4. ‘To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any 
other officers or agent of the district. 


6. ‘To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. ‘To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in rela- 
tion to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. "To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
school district officials and agents, and for the payment of 
statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize the 
application against said appropriation of such sums as are 
estimated to be received from the state foundation aid 
fund together with other income; the school board to certi- 
fy to the selectmen the balance between the estimated reve- 
nue and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised 
by taxes by the town. 


9. ‘To see if the School District will vote to authorize 
the School Board to appoint a committee to work in con- 
junction with the School board to study the question of 
a co-operative High School. 
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10. (By petition) Loudon ‘Troop 247 of the Boy Scouts 
be permitted to hold meetings at the Loudon Village 
School. Any damage to the building to be paid for by the 
Scout ‘Troop. 


11. (By petition) The School Board contract for the 
transportation of pupils attending Concord Schools, from 
Concord Schools to the Loudon Village School (with one 
stop, possibly at Haskin’s store). The cost of such trans- 
portation to be paid by the parents, guardian, or those re- 
sponsible for the pupil who rides. 


12. (By petition). If the necessary contract can be ob- 
tained, at a reasonable cost, the School Board contract for 
the transportation of pupils attending Concord Schools, 
from Loudon Village School to Concord Schools (with one 
stop, possibly at Haskin’s store). Cost of such transportation 
to be paid by the parents, guardian, or those responsible 
for the pupil who rides. 


13. To see if the district will vote to authorize the use 
of a school district check list at future school district meet- 
ings in accordance with the provisions of Section 12 of 
Chapter 197 R. S. A. 


14. To see if the School District will vote to have can- 
didates for School District Officers file for office 14 days 
before the annual meeting. Filings to be made with the 
School District clerk.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Loudon School Board and the Citizens of Loudon: 


Much is being spoken and written today about our sys- 
tem of education. Its weaknesses are condemned, its leaders 
assailed, its philosophy and methods of operation sharply 
criticized. Widespread differences exist as to curricula, 
methods of instruction, discipline, qualifications of teach- 
ers, excessive costs of buildings and administration, ulti- 
mate objectives to be attained, — in short, education is 
“under fire.”’ 

Whether the attack stems from revolt against so-called 
Progressive Education, or over-emphasis on functional 
learning, or the aftermath of “sputniks,” the results are the 
same, — namely, the people have awakened to the needs 
of making some changes in our educational pattern. 


Because of this wave of protest, this sudden burst of criti- 
cism, this tremendous interest of the people, there will be 
changes. Our schools are expanding in size, our people 
are making greater financial efforts locally, our State De- 
partment of Education is leading the way in terms of im- 
proved standards for both teachers and curricula. All these 
things are bound to produce changes. And this, to my mind, 
is good. It is good for us as a people to recognize educa- 
tional weaknesses, to admit to our faults and to advance, 
through patient experiment, toward higher goals of human 
betterment. 

More and more, then, we need to utilize the most compe- 
tent minds; to weigh and test and measure the results of 
research; to spend wisely, after knowing what we are spend- 
ing for; to seek and employ people who are not only well- 
trained, but who have real interest in promoting education. 

We also need the helping hands of our interested parents, 
not to tell us how to run our schools, but to work along 
with us in the task of improving our schools. 
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Our school boards have much responsibility for what 
our schools become. ‘They should and do work with the 
superintendent and teachers in a cooperative effort. They 
need to be men and women of good sound common sense, 
courageous and honest, willing to work and take respon- 
sibility. 

Our teachers are our strength and bulwarks. They must 
be well-trained, healthy, well-balanced mentally, consci- 
entious, hard-working people. ‘They must be interested 
in working with and for children. ‘They should be devoted 
to the cause of education. ‘They should be active in social 
living in the school room and in the local community as 
much as possible. They should respect the profession of 
teaching and observe its ethics. 

Our task, now more than ever, lies before us as a real 
challenge to carry on the vital work of education in a 
great democracy, — ever remembering that it is the little 
communities and their schools that help make up the 
great country and the great system of education of the 
United States of America.
